No pension tension 

Flaherty claims feds, provinces moving on CPP increases 


Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty says the federal and 
provincial governments 
have taken a “significant 
step forward” after agree¬ 
ing yesterday to continue 
working on a plan that 
would see a modest 
increase in the Canadian 
Pension Plan benefit. 

At the end of a day-long 
meeting with his provin¬ 
cial counterparts, Flaherty 
said a majority of 
provinces are in favour of a 
gradual increase in CPP 
benefits. The ministers also 
agreed that any changes 
would have to be fully 
funded, although Flaherty 


didn’t offer details on what 
that would mean, and they 
would be phased in gradu¬ 
ally. 

He said a “couple” of 
provinces did not agree 
with the proposed 
changes, but he declined to 
identify them. 

“We were not unani¬ 
mous, but certainly the 
substantive majority view 
is that we should proceed,” 
Flaherty told a news con¬ 
ference at a golf and beach 
resort on Prince Edward Is¬ 
land where they met. 

“Now there’s a lot of 
work to be done. You 
know, what does modest

mean? How do we go about 
doing this?” 

The ministers have asked 
their officials to look at the 
details of improving the 
CPP and to complete that 
work by the fall. After offi¬ 
cials report back to the fi¬ 
nance ministers, Flaherty 


said it would be up to each 
province to decide if the 
plan would work for them. 

“But I am pleased that 
we have substantive major¬ 
ity support on this al¬ 
ready,” he said. 

“We have a clear direc¬ 
tion ... I think this is a sig¬ 
nificant step forward.” 

The talks on pension re¬ 
form, which were two 
years in the making, 
gained momentum last 
week when Ontario backed 
a plan that would include a 
moderate, gradual and 
mandatory expansion of 
the CPP.

The identity of the 
deceased as well as the 
cause of death will not be 
determined until an 
autopsy takes place.

Police probe stabbing outside bar 


confrontation Edmonton 
police have laid charges 
against a man and contin¬ 
ue to investigate a stab¬ 
bing incident that resulted 
in the injuiy of three 
males at a southside bar 
early Saturday morning. 

At around 1:30 a.m. on 
Saturday, an altercation 
took place between two 
groups of men inside the 
Iron Horse Nightclub at 
104 Street and 81 Avenue. 
One man received stab 
wounds resulting in sever¬ 
al men being kicked out of 
the building. 

Once outside, one of the 


males allegedly stabbed 
two others from the sec¬ 
ond group and ran from 
the scene. It is believed 
that the two groups knew 
each other prior to this 
evening. 

Injuries received by the 
three males, each in their 
early 20s, are considered 
to be non-life threatening. 

At the time, two EPS offi¬ 
cers were dealing with a 
separate incident outside 
of the bar. 

Two males ran past the 
officers, but quickly sur¬ 
rendered after a brief foot 
chase. 


A knife was recovered 
and one of the males was 
charged. 

Wayne Bae Tran, 24, has 
been charged with three 
counts of aggravated as¬ 
sault and one count of pos¬ 
session of an offensive 
weapon dangerous to the 
public. 

Officers are still trying to 
identify two males be¬ 
lieved to be with the ac¬ 
cused that evening. Any¬

Realtor and businessman 
Vishal Luthra announced 
his intention yesterday to 
run for the Ward 11 seat in 
the October election. 

“Today is a very exciting 
day for all my friends and 
family and the residents of 
Ward 11,” said the 32-year- 
old from India. “I’m run¬ 
ning for city council be¬ 
cause I want to represent 
their interests and do the 
best job possible.” 

Luthra moved to Edmon¬ 
ton as a teenager in 1993 
and graduated from NAIT 
with a diploma in business 
administration. He then 
joined the Canadian Armed 
Forces (Reserves) Military 
Police and was deployed on 
a NATO mission in 2003. 

Upon coming home, 
Luthra became a realtor 
and has been practising 
ever since. 

“Edmonton is a beautiful 
place,” Luthra said. “It’s giv¬ 
en us so much opportunity,

Nurses to mull mediator's 
contract recommendations 


labour Nurses from across 
the province are meeting 
today to discuss a media¬ 
tor’s suggestions for a con¬ 
tract settlement. 

The United Nurses of Al¬ 
berta says Tom Hodges has 
provided the union with 
formal recommendations 
for a labour deal. 

His report has also gone 
to Alberta Health Services 
and other health employ¬ 
ers. 

About 600 nurses will re¬ 
view the recommendations 
and decide whether to take 
them to union members for 
a ratification vote. 

The contract, which ex¬ 
pired March 31, covers 


more than 24,000 regis¬ 
tered nurses and psychi¬ 
atric nurses. 

Negotiations got off to a 
rocky start in March. The 
union said at that time Al¬ 
berta Health Services was 
asking for cuts to salaries, 
benefits, safe-care provi¬ 
sions and scheduling pro¬ 
tections.

To the folks in Guelph 
and Muslcolca, Ont., she’s 
the gorgeous, brainy, glo¬ 
betrotting Lizzie, daughter 
of dentist Dr. Charles 
Minett and granddaughter 
of Manhattan Project sci¬ 
entist Ernest Everet 
Minett.

Just over half (55 per 
cent) were motivated by 
race or ethnicity, 26 per 
cent by religion and 16 per 


cent by sexual orientation. 

The agency says all three 
major categories of hate 
crime increased in 2008, 
but the largest increase 
was among crimes moti¬ 
vated by sexual orienta¬ 
tion, which more than 
doubled from 2007 to 
2008.

With pills, it’s all in the tilt 


The methodology 

Researcher Bonnie Kaplan worked with more than 30 seri¬ 
ously ill children and found that within 14 days all could be 
taught to take adult-sized pills easily. 

• Working with tiny candy at first, she taught them tricks to 
make the pills slide down, including a “duck shake” of the 
head that makes a pill move back on the tongue before be¬ 
ing swallowed. 

• Over time, the candies were increased in size until they 
were the size of a large adult pill. 


study Researchers in Cal¬ 
gary have discovered it 
doesn’t take a spoonful of 
sugar to make even the 
biggest pills slide smoothly 
down tiny throats. 

They’ve found that the 
secret is all in the tilt of 
the head. 

Bonnie Kaplan studied 
five different positions 
people can take to make 
the medicine go down — 
staring straight ahead, or 
looking up, down, to the 
left or to the right. 

Pressure in the throat 
varies depending on which 
way the head faces. That 
means just a little turn can 
make a big difference in 
how easy it is to send some¬ 
thing down the hatch. 

“We swallow with our 
head straight ahead over 
600 times a day. And so 


asking someone to swal¬ 
low off-centre is a shock,” 
Kaplan said yesterday. 
“They’re just so disorient¬ 
ed. It feels so weird, they 
don’t like it.” 

Still, her study showed 
the straight-ahead method 
was best for only about a 
third of adults who tried 
all five positions. 

“That means maybe only 
a third of us are swallow¬ 


ing the most comfortable 
position, even when we’re 
good at swallowing pills.” 

Kaplan says some chil¬ 
dren in the study were con¬ 
fined to hospital before 
learning to swallow pills be¬ 
cause the only other option 
was to receive medication 
intravenously. She said one 
girl was so terrified of tak¬ 
ing pills she’d get physically

Canadian killed by 
gunmen in Mexico 

Friends say it was 43-year-old from Ontario

Friends are confirming a 
Canadian man has been 
shot to death by gunmen 
in Mexico. 

They say Kenneth 
Klowalc was killed by 
armed men after he re¬ 
fused to stop at a road 
block last Wednesday. 

Mexican authorities said 
yesterday that a Canadian 
citizen was killed and an 
American wounded when 
gunmen attacked an SUV 
on a highway near the 
northern Mexico border 
with Texas. 

Prosecutors in Coahuila 
state said the Canadian 
man was hit twice by bul¬ 
lets during the incident 
near Allende, a town south 
of Piedras Negras, across 
the border from Eagle 
Pass, Texas. 

Wayne Biegel says 43- 
year-old Klowalc was in 
Mexico building bike trails 
for his employer. 

He says Klowalc, who is 
from Mansfield, Ont., a 
town about an hour’s drive 
northwest of Toronto, was 
an avid biker who con¬ 
structed trails for his em¬ 
ployer in Jamaica for the 
past two years. 

Biegel, from the nearby 
town of Orangeville, says 
Klowalc was due to visit his 


parents in Ontario at the 
end of the month. 

He called his friend of 
more than 20 years a pas¬ 
sive and well-lilced gentle¬ 
man who wouldn't upset 
anyone. 

“I spoke to him a week 
and a half ago,” Biegel said 
in an interview. “He was 
very happy, he was looking 
forward to ... coming back 
to Ontario.” 

The Department of For¬ 
eign Affairs in Ottawa con¬ 
firmed it was aware of the 
death of a Canadian citizen 
in the region of Piedras Ne¬ 
gras, Mexico, but did not 
release any names. 

Spokeswoman Dana Cry- 
derman said a second 
Canadian citizen who was 
also part of the group ex¬ 
cursion has been reported 
unharmed. 

“Canadian consular offi¬ 
cials in Monterrey and 
Mexico City are working 
closely with local authori¬ 
ties to gather additional 
information, and are pro¬ 


viding consular assistance 
to the family,” Cryderman 
said. 

“Due to privacy consid¬ 
erations, no further infor¬ 
mation is available at this 
time.” 

Biegel said Klowalc and a 
co-worker were driving 
through the region when 
they came across a barri¬ 
cade put up by armed indi¬ 
viduals. 

According to Biegel, 
Klowalc was chased by the 
gunmen as he charged 
through the roadblock but 
lost control of his vehicle 
before it rolled into a ditch. 

“The gunmen then got 
out of their vehicle and 
shot him twice in the 
head.” 

Biegel says Klowalc’s job 
of building trails had ap¬ 
peared to be a safe one in 
the past. 

“He never explained any 
kind of danger to me,” he 
said. “Oh God, it’s devas¬ 
tating.”

Women’s legal clinic celebrates 25 years 


When Quebec introduced 
legislation this spring to 
bar women wearing a 
niqab, or face veil, from ac¬ 
cessing public services, 
staff from Toronto’s Barbra 
Schlifer legal clinic held a 
news conference to 
denounce the move. 

Last week, when the case 
of a Muslim woman claim¬ 
ing childhood sexual abuse 
was before the courts be¬ 
cause she refused to re¬ 


move her niqab, the clinic 
jumped to her defence. 

“Telling women that 
they can’t access services or 
can’t speak at a trial about 
their sexual assault is not 
going to help them,” said 
Farrah Khan, a counsellor 
at the clinic. “It’s actually 
pushing them into further 
isolation.” 

Public discussion of vio¬ 
lence against women has 
increased since the clinic 


opened 25 years ago in the 
wake of the 
shocking 
murder of 
Toronto 
lawyer Bar¬ 
bra Schlifer 
on the 
evening of 
her Call to 
the Bar. 

But the 
context of that violence is 
constantly evolving, chal¬ 


lenging the trail-blazing 
clinic to address the result¬ 
ing public fatigue and con¬ 
fusion, said Khan. “I have 
been really lucky to work 
in an agency that has been 
extremely supportive of us 
having these discussions 
around the niqab and its 
links to the systemic vio¬ 
lence that women experi¬ 
ence,” said Khan, a 30-year- 
old Muslim and part of a 
new generation of femi¬ 


nists helping to steer the 
clinic into the future. 

Schlifer’s murder in 
April 1980 shook Toronto 
and ignited a new front in 
the battle for women’s 
rights, says the clinic’s Ex¬ 
ecutive Director, Amanda 
Dale. It sparked the city’s 
first Take Back the Night 
march, now an annual 
event, and prompted 
Schlifer’s friends to create a 
clinic in her name. 


Free counselling and le¬ 
gal support for women 
dealing with domestic as¬ 
sault, childhood sexual 
abuse and date rape made 
up the bulk of the work at 
the clinic when it opened 
in 1985. Its work today is 
essentially the same, but 
now almost half of women 
who have been victims of 
violence are also seeking 
help with the immigration 
system, torstar news service

Canadians unprepared 
for retirement: Survey 


finances A new survey sug¬ 
gests almost half of Cana¬ 
dians near retirement feel 
they are not financially 
prepared to live comfort¬ 
ably after they leave the 
workforce.

U.S. geologists have 
discovered vast mineral 
wealth in Afghanistan, 
possibly amounting to $1 
trillion, President Hamid 
Karzai’s spokesman said 
yesterday. 

Waheed Omar told re¬ 
porters the findings were 
made by the U.S. Geological 
Survey under contract to 
the Afghan government. 

“The result of the survey 
has shown that 
Afghanistan has mineral re¬ 
sources worth $1 trillion,” 
Omar said. “This is not an 
overall survey of all miner¬ 
als in Afghanistan. Whatev¬ 
er has been found in this 
survey is worth $1 trillion.” 


The New York Times re¬ 
ported the $1 trillion figure 
in yesterday’s edition and 
quoted senior American of¬ 
ficials as saying untapped 
mineral deposits in 
Afghanistan are far beyond 
any previously known re¬ 
serves and were enough to 
fundamentally alter the 
Afghan economy and per¬ 
haps the Afghan war itself. 

A 2007 report by the US- 


GS said most of the data on 
Afghanistan’s mineral re¬ 
sources was produced be¬ 
tween the early 1950s and 
1985 but much was hidden 
and protected by Afghan 
scientists “during the inter¬ 
mittent conflict over the 
next two decades.” 

Americans discovered 
nearly $1 trillion in un¬ 
tapped mineral deposits, in¬ 
cluding iron, copper, 


cobalt, gold and critical in¬ 
dustrial metals like lithi¬ 
um, according to the re¬ 
port. The Times quoted a 
Pentagon memo as saying 
Afghanistan could become 
the “Saudi Arabia of lithi¬ 
um,” a key raw material in 
the manufacture of batter¬ 
ies for laptops and cell¬ 
phones. 

“There is stunning poten¬ 
tial here,” the paper quoted 
Gen. David Petraeus, com¬ 
mander of the United States 
Central Command as say¬ 
ing. 

“There are a lot of ifs, of 
course, but I think poten¬ 
tially it is hugely signifi¬ 
cant.”

Malaysia bans small cigarette packs 


IRELAND A poll shows a 
strong majority of Irish 
people want the Catholic 
Church’s leader in Ireland 
to resign because he helped 
shield a notorious child- 
abusing priest from the 
law. The Irish Times news¬ 
paper says 76 per cent of 
those polled want Cardinal 
Sean Brady to resign 
because he admitted taking 
secret depositions in 1975 
from two children abused 
by the Rev. Brendan Smyth.

Smyth raped scores more 
children in Ireland and the 
United States before being 
imprisoned in Northern 
Ireland in 1994. Smyth died 
in prison three years later.

tobacco Malaysia began en¬ 
forcing a ban on small ciga¬ 
rette packets, the health 
minister said yesterday, af¬ 
ter a short-lived postpone¬ 
ment of the move caused a 
tobacco company to threat¬ 
en legal action. 

The ban on the sale of 
packets containing fewer 
than 20 cigarettes took ef¬ 
fect June 2, Health Minister 
Liow Tiong Lai said. The 
ministry announced last 
month it would be pushed 
back by six months until 
January next year. 

The government had 
planned the ban as part of 
efforts to curb smoking 
among young Malaysians 
who consider smaller ciga¬ 
rette packs more afford¬ 
able. 

The cabinet decided in a 


meeting last week to up¬ 
hold the ban following the 
“response from the public,” 
Liow said. 

“We listen to all quar¬ 
ters,” Liow told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

“The decision (to ban 
small packets) was made 
five years ago, and the man¬ 
ufacturing companies al¬ 
ready complied. They are 
ready.” 

Authorities pre¬ 
viously said they 
feared the ban 
would spark a 
surge in de¬ 
mand for illegal¬ 
ly produced ciga¬ 
rettes. The planned de¬ 
lay sparked complaints by 
the Malaysian affiliate of 
Philip Morris International, 
which exhausted its inven¬ 


tory of small cigarette pack¬ 
ets in anticipation that the 
ban would take effect June 
1 . 

The tobacco giant warned 
it would consider measures 
including legal action to re¬ 
cover losses, and claimed 
the move would hurt for¬ 
eign investor confidence 
in the government’s trans¬ 
parency.

Tales of horror from 
Uzbek refugees 


Kyrgyzstan Standing be¬ 
hind barbed wire with oth¬ 
er Uzbek refugees, the 
woman tearfully raised her 
hands in a Muslim prayer 
yesterday for her dead hus¬ 
band. 

She had left his body at 
their burned-down house in 
southern Kyrgyzstan while 
fleeing ethnic riots that re¬ 
duced much of a major city 
to ruins. She is among tens 
of thousands of minority 
Uzbeks who have fled the 
deadliest violence Kyrgyzs¬ 
tan has seen since the two 
ethnic groups fought over 
land 20 years ago as 
Moscow lost its grip on the 
former Soviet republic in 
Central Asia. 

Officials said 138 people 


were killed and nearly 
1,800 wounded since the vi¬ 
olence began last week, but 
an Uzbek community 
leader said at least 200 
Uzbeks had already been 
buried, and many bodies 
had not been recovered 
from charred homes and 
businesses. 

Uzbekistan hastily set up 
camps to handle the flood 
of refugees, most of them 
women, children and the 
elderly. They were hungry 
and frightened, with ac¬ 
counts of Uzbek girls being 
raped and Kyrgyz snipers 
shooting at them as they 
rushed to the border. Aid 
workers said many had suf¬ 
fered gunshot wounds.

Barcelona bans veils in municipal buildings

Spain Barcelona said yes¬ 
terday it will ban face-cov¬ 
ering Islamic veils in mu¬ 
nicipal buildings, the lat¬ 
est Spanish city hall to 
crack down on the use of 
such garments in public, 
as much of Europe consid¬ 
ers following suit. 

Mayor Jordi Hereu insist¬ 
ed the measure was not 
specifically anti-religious, 
saying it was aimed at all 
dress that impeded identi¬ 
fication and included mo¬ 
torcycle helmets and ski 
masks. 

“You can’t enter a town 
hall office and not be able 
to be identified,” he said. 


“In no way does it target 
religious belief.” 

The ban would also hold 
in public kindergartens, 
music schools, social serv¬ 
ices offices and public mar¬ 
kets. 

Authorities in several 
European countries have 
been debating regulating 
the use of body-covering 
burqas or face-covering 
niqab garments. 


Belgium’s lower house 
has enacted a ban on the 
face-covering veil, though 
it must be ratified by the 
upper chamber, and France 
has begun similar legisla¬ 
tion. 

The Netherlands debated 
banning burqas four years 
ago and may yet outlaw at¬ 
tire that is considered as 
demeaning to women.

Oval Office address tonight 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma assured Gulf residents 
and businesses yesterday 
the region’s beaches will 
be restored to their “pris¬ 
tine condition/’ promising 
the full force of his 
government to require BP 
to quickly pay damage 
claims. 

Obama also told the 
country that seafood from 
the region remained safe 
and implored tourists not 
to cancel visits to the Gulf 
coast where many of the fa¬ 
mous white beaches re¬ 
main untouched. 

But oil from the blown 
out BP well is spoiling sig¬ 
nificant parts of the shore¬ 
line and already has pene¬ 
trated into critical marsh¬ 
lands, threatening breeding 
grounds for wildlife, water- 
fowl and sea creatures — in 
particular shrimp and oys¬ 
ters. 

“I can’t promise folks 
here in Theordore or across 
the Gulf that this oil will be 
cleaned up overnight,” the 
president said. Yet he of¬ 
fered assurances that the 
“full resources of our gov¬ 
ernment are being mobi¬ 
lized to confront this disas¬ 
ter.” 

Shortly before he began 
his tour of the region, 
spokesman Bill Burton told 
reporters with the presi¬ 
dent that the administra¬ 
tion and BP were “working

out the particulars” of Oba¬ 
ma’s demand that the oil gi¬ 
ant set up a multibillion- 
dollar, independently-run 
damage fund.

“We’re confident that 
this is a critical way in 
which we’re going to be 
able to help individuals and 
businesses in the Gulf area 
become whole again,” he 
said.

Dozens dead after Mexican prison riot

Mexico At least 29 inmates 
were killed yesterday as ri¬ 
val gangs clashed inside a 
prison in a cartel-plagued 
Mexican state, authorities 
said. Three policemen 
guarding the prison were 
wounded. 

In one attack, 20 inmates 
were shot to death when a 
group of prisoners opened 
fire on members of a rival 
gang inside the prison in 
Mazatlan, Sinaloa, state 
Public Safety Secretary Jose- 
fina Garcia told Radio For¬ 
mula. One of the three 
wounded police was in seri¬ 
ous condition, Garcia said. 

The gang that initiated 
the attack killed 17 rivals 
and lost three of its own 
members. An inmate who 
was wounded died later 
yesterday at a hospital, said 
Martin Gastelum, a 
spokesman for the Sinaloa 
state prosecutors' office. He 
didn't say which gang the 
prisoner belong to. 

The lockup in the Pacific 
coast city of Mazatlan was 
quickly brought under con¬ 
trol and investigators 
found two pistols and an as¬ 


sault rifle inside, Gastelum 
said. 

Gastelum said the 
killings were all at the 
hands of other prisoners. 

Local media said those at¬ 
tacked were apparently 
members of the Zetas drug 
gang, which is battling the 
powerful Sinaloa cartel, but 
officials were unable to 
confirm that. 

Hours later, eight more 
prisoners were stabbed to 
death by other inmates, 


said state Public Safety De¬ 
partment spokeswoman 
Angeles Moreno. She said 
police are investigating 
what sparked the violence. 

Many of Mexico's most 
powerful drug traffickers 
hail from Sinaloa, a key 
smuggling corridor and cul¬ 
tivation area for marijuana 
and opiates. The northwest¬ 
ern state, and Mazatlan in 
particular, are rife with turf 
battles among drug gangs.

s I packed my 
bags for the Tour 
de France, I in¬ 
cluded a neck¬ 
lace that Fve 
worn every Tour since 
1999. It reminds me of a 
friend who helped me beat 


cancer and start my true 
mission in life — the fight 
against this disease. 

In January 1997, Stacy 
Pounds helped me launch 
my foundation, just as I 
was completing my own 
cancer treatment. That 
same month, Stacy, a 
heavy smoker, was diag¬ 
nosed with incurable lung 
cancer. 

All of us who knew her 
were devastated. My moth¬ 


er gave me two crucifixes. 
I wore one and gave the 
other to Stacy. I said, “This 
is going to be our bond. 
You wear it when you’re 
being treated or whenever 
you want. And I’ll wear 
mine forever.” We wore 
them as symbols of our 
cancer kinship. 

Stacy deteriorated quick¬ 
ly. The doctor told us she 
only had a matter of weeks 
to live. 


Stacy’s son, Paul, was a 
sailor serving with the U.S. 
navy at sea. We called 
Charles Boyd, the only 
four-star general I knew, 
for help in getting Paul 
home to see his mother. 
“Lance,” he said, “I lost my 
wife two years ago to can¬ 
cer. I’ll see what I can do.” 
The next day, Paul was on 
his way home. That’s what 
the term “cancer commu¬ 
nity” means. 


At the same time, Stacy 
went into a nursing home. 
“I’m in pain and the nurs¬ 
es don’t bring me my pain 
medicine,” she said. We 
took her home and hired a 
full-time hospice nurse to 
take care of her. 

Her son arrived and Sta¬ 
cy spent her remaining 
days at home with him. On 
Oct. 2, 1997, I celebrated 
the one-year anniversary 
of my cancer diagnosis. 


On Oct. 3,1997, Stacy died. 
She was buried with her 
cross. 

When the Tour starts Ju¬ 
ly 3,1 will put my necklace 
on. I will ride for Stacy and 
the 28 million people 
around the world living 
with cancer today.

posted on Facebook. She 
was diagnosed with depres¬ 
sion. Photos posted on 
Facebook included her liv¬ 
ing it up at a bar show, her 
birthday party and on a sun 
holiday. This was taken to 
be evidence that she was no 
longer depressed. 

In the U.S., a Catholic 
teacher was fired for post¬ 
ing teachings on Facebook 
regarding atheism that 
were deemed contrary to 
the church and the job con¬ 
tract. 

These are a few cases that 


represent a growing num¬ 
ber where technology is be¬ 
coming more detrimental, 
yet we can’t blame it. Tech¬ 
nology is a prodigious asset 
when used with common 
sense and decorum. 

This summer and be¬ 
yond, a word to the wise: 
Beware about destroying 
your face with Facebook.

origin Barbecue aprons and 
garden tools, computer 
bags and golf shirts seem 
to be what Father’s Day is 
all about.

These days, more and 
more men are spending 
time, energy and money 
on the sort of look good 
strategies women have al¬ 
ways considered essential: 
a good hair cut and colour, 
age-defying skin care 
and the occasional trip 
to the spa. 

“Men are definitely play¬ 
ing more with their appear¬ 
ance,” says Greg May of 
Greg May Hair Architects, 
Toronto. “It’s not like they 
just shave every day and 
that’s it.” 

Today’s hip haircut is a 
classic 1940s Cary Grant 
style with a deep side part 
or hair combed right back, 
says May. He also gets re¬ 
quests for loose texturing, 
side-swept fringes, “under 
cutting” with hair cut 
shorter underneath, and as 
summer approaches, more 
militaiy cuts. 

Men have been colouring 
their locks to disguise the 
gray for some time, but a 
new trend, even among 
young guys, is silver hair. 
“It could be a throw-back to 
the 1980s Billy Idol plat¬ 
inum blonde look,” says 
May. Instead of highlights, 
men are opting for hair 
painting, a technique that 
uses a brush to paint on a 
lightener and requires no 
heat or foils. “It makes a 
man look sun-kissed, like 
he’s been to Cuba for a 
week,” notes May. 

As for facial hair, men are 
experimenting with goat¬ 
ees (traditionally just hair 
on the chin). “They may 
shave off the moustache 
and just keep that soul 
patch (the strip of hair un¬ 
der the bottom lip), maybe 
with a little beard under¬ 
neath,” says May. They’re 
also more conscious of 
their sideburns, adds May. 
“Guys are starting to realize 
that cutting sideburns on a 
downward angle actually 


lengthens the face.” 

Hair isn’t men’s only es¬ 
thetic priority; skin care is 
high on their list too. At 
first, a guy may have to be 
dragged into the spa - often 
for a facial just before his 
wedding, says Alana Jes- 
tadt, manager of Pure+Sim- 
ple, a spa in Toronto’s 
Yorkville. 

But these men often re¬ 
turn on their own for fa¬ 
cials, blackhead extrac¬ 
tions, massages, masks, 


brow waxing, and IPL (in¬ 
tense pulsed light) treat¬ 
ments to remove chest and 
back hair, she says. 

“They see all the advan¬ 
tages of caring for their 
skin, of cleansing and mois¬ 
turizing and massaging, so 
they end up buying un¬ 
scented products like shav¬ 
ing cream, cleansers, ton¬ 
ers and serums,” says Jes- 
tadt.

lesson My father was an 
expert in electron mi¬ 
croscopy and was used to 
probing the secrets of the 
very, very small.

• 1 flank steak, about 750 
g (1 1/2 lb) and 2 cm (3/4 
inch) thick 

• Extra-virgin olive oil 

• Kosher salt 

• Ground black pepper 

• 75 ml (1/3 cup) balsamic 
vinegar 

• 2 ml (1/2 tsp) granulated 
sugar 

• 1.5 1 (6 cups) loosely 
packed baby arugula 

• 250 ml (1 cup) loosely 
packed shaved 
Parmigiano-Reggiano 
cheese 

METHOD: 

Lightly brush steak on 
both sides with oil and 
season evenly with salt 
and pepper. 

Allow steak to stand at 
room temperature for 15 
to 30 minutes before 
grilling. 

Prepare grill for direct 


cooking over high heat 
(230 to 290 C/450 to 550 

F). 

In a small saucepan over 
medium-high heat, com¬ 
bine vinegar and sugar. Al¬ 
low mixture to reduce by 
half, 6 to 8 minutes, stir¬ 
ring occasionally. Remove 
from heat and let cool. 

Brush cooking grates 
clean. Grill steak over di¬ 
rect high heat, with the 


lid closed as much as pos¬ 
sible, until cooked to your 
desired doneness, 6 to 8 
minutes for medium rare, 
turning once or twice. (If 
flare-ups occur, move the 
steak temporarily over in¬ 
direct heat.) Transfer to a 
cutting board and let rest 
for 3 to 5 minutes. 

Cut steak in half length¬ 
wise and then cut each 
half across the grain into 


thin slices; divide evenly 
among serving plates. 
Pour any juices remaining 
on the cutting board over 
the steak, and pile the 
arugula on top. 

Drizzle each serving of 
arugula with oil and the 
balsamic reduction, sea¬ 
son with salt and pepper 
and top with the cheese.

Fiction can help youths 
learn about love, sex 

Books can open discussion on tough subjects 



ecent debates 
about sex educa¬ 
tion in schools 
has sparked a 
conversation 
about what kids should — 
or shouldn’t — be learn¬ 
ing when it comes to sex. 

But frankly, most sex 
education rarely talks 
about stuff kids really 
want to know about; that 
is how to deal with the 
emotions, the heartbreak, 
the negotiations and the 
confusion involved in be¬ 
ing an adolescent whose 
hormones are just getting 
kick started. 

That’s where today’s 
glut of young adult fiction 
can play a role. Fiction is 
full of characters young 
people can relate to who 
are facing things they’re 
facing, or opening their 
minds up to things others 
may be going through. 

As Virginia Euwer Wolff 
writes in True Believer, a 
coming of age story of 15- 
year-old girl that, “In the 
sex class we have to take 
by school law where they 
showed condoms and 
scared us about AIDS, they 
said sexuality is the most

confusing thing about be¬ 
ing a teenager. 

“I am sure this is correct 
because I strained my ears 
to hear over the racket of 
kids making a joke of the 
class waving condoms on 
their fingers hooting. And 
also because the sex 
teacher said it four times.” 

In her book Two Moons 
in August, Canadian au¬ 
thor Martha Brooks grap¬ 
ples with the tangled emo¬ 
tions of a young girl com¬ 
ing to terms with her 
mother’s death one sum¬ 
mer, and falling for a boy 
who moves into her 
neighbourhood, but who 


already has a girlfriend. 
And Diana Weiler is one 
of the few authors who 
writes books aimed 
specifically at teenage 
boys, a group not exactly 
known for it’s voracious 
reading habits. But if 
there’s anything that’s go¬ 
ing to get a young guy to 
turn off the TV or the 
video game and pick up a 
book instead, a book that 
deals with sex is probably 
a good bet. If it’s one that 
deals with some of the 
confusing emotions and 
issues he’s currently fac¬ 
ing, all the better. 

The other brilliant thing 
about young adult fiction 
is that it offers another 
tool for plenty of parents, 
most of whom, quite 
frankly, would rather 
have root canal surgery 
than talk to their kids 
about sex. 

And let’s face it, how 
many teens really want to 
talk to their parents about 
this stuff anyway? That 
doesn’t mean you can 
leave a pile of books be¬ 
side your son or daugh¬ 
ter’s bed and tell them to 
have a good life. But a 
good book, offers the op¬ 
portunity to open the dis¬ 
cussion, and to broach 
some of the issues that 
might not otherwise come 
up.

their music is loud, brash 
and filled with hooks. 
Think Supergrass-meets- 
Thrush Hermit-meets- 
Weezer. 

Japandroids: Vancou¬ 

ver’s Japandroids don’t 
need my vote — they’ve 
already played to packed 
crowds at Bonnaroo, Hill¬ 
side and South by South¬ 
west — but I’ll give it to 
them anyway. This garage 
rock duo oozes unbridled 
energy. Their ear-splitting, 
fuzzed-out guitars and 
heavy drums are straight 
out of the early ’90s. But 


this isn’t a nostalgic look 
back — the twosome’s fre¬ 
netic pace and off kilter 
harmonies sound fresh. 

Old Man Luedecke: 
Everyone loves a banjo, 
right? Well, at least I do, 
which is why I’m recom¬ 
mending one of Canada’s 
best finger picking song¬ 
writers, Chester, N.S.’s 
Chris Luedecke. The Juno 
winner has been around 
for a while — his first al¬ 
bum was released in 2003 
— but his bluegrass, alt- 
country combo is only get¬ 
ting better. 

Women: Women are not 


an easy band to define, so 
you’ll have to go see this 
Calgary foursome your¬ 
self. But the group — 
who’ve backed Chad Van- 
Gaalen — play a twisted 
brand of indie rock, spew¬ 
ing out weird noises, 
Beach Boys-lilce har¬ 
monies, bizarre break¬ 
downs and strange atmos¬ 
pheric noises while put¬ 
ting something together 
that’s astoundingly pleas¬ 
ant to listen to.

Megan Fox obviously 
knows a thing or two 
about fame and the media 
spotlight, with her every 
move and utterance 
chronicled since her break¬ 
out role in Transformers 
three years ago.

Corn Chowder 
with Ham 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 cups frozen corn 

1 3/4 cups low-sodium 
chicken broth 
1 yellow onion, chopped 
1 medium-size potato or 
parsnip, peeled and cubed 
1 cup chopped sweet 
green, red, and yellow 
pepper 

1 tsp dried marjoram 
leaves 

1/4 tsp each salt and black 
pepper 

1/2 cup 1% milk 

3 tbsp all-purpose flour 
1 cup bite-size pieces 
cooked low-sodium ham 

METHOD: 

1. Cut kernels off fresh 
corn; measure 2 cups corn. 
In large pot, combine

Lower heat 
and simmer, covered, 10 
minutes or until potato is 
almost tender, stirring oc¬ 
casionally.

Cook, 
stirring constantly, 2 min¬ 
utes or until thickened 
and bubbly. Stir in ham. 
Cook 2 minutes more or 
until heated through.
